CHICAGO—Fires believed set by vandals broke out in several 


s in the first Englewood Congregation B'nai Israel synagogue 
mn Chicago’s south side late Tuesday night. 

Although damage was slight and police said the fires may have 
jeen set by a burglar, Rabbi Maurice Romirowsky, spiritual leader 
of the congregation, said he would ask for a police guard for the 
puilding. 

Rabbi Romirowsky said that unknown vandals have flung 
stones at the synagogue several times, but the fire was the first 
act of vandalism. 

Fire Chief Patrick McGovern said the fire seemed to have been 
set deliberately. He said lighted papers had been strewn around the 
frst floor of the building. 

Flames destroyed a Jewish flag, scorched the pulpit and 
damaged the Ark of the Covenant and two Torahs in it. A table and 
, cupboard in the synagogue kitchen were scorched, 

The theory of a burglar was offered by detective Arthur Tighe 
of the Englewood police. He found a telephone ripped from the wall 
and said the burglar might have set the fires in rage after failing 
to find any Money or valuables. 

Tighe also said it was possible that the intruder might have en- 
tered the building and hidden on the second floor during a meeting 
on the first floor a few hours before the fire. 








Hit Dual Loyalty Charge Before But Now 
PROSKAUER TELLS AJC MEET 


U.S. JEWS ARE NOT ISRAELI 


CHICAGO—One of the first leading U. S. non-Zionists to re- 
puke the American Council of Judaism for its charges of dual 
oyalty found it necessary this week te emphasize that there can 
be no political identification between American Jews and Israel. 

Joseph Proskauer, president of the American Jewish Commit- 
tees, told a meeting of his execu- 
tve committee that the AJC 
“could subscribe to the principle 
that as Jews. and Americans we 
wish the State of 
Israel well.” 

“We shall do 
what we proper- 
ly can do to as- 
ust it; but we 
are no Israelis— 
we are Ameri- 
ans,” he told 
the concluding 
wasion of a two- 
day meeting. PROSKAUER 
‘Our loyalty is to this country 
slone and our relations to Israel 
lust necessarily be governed by 
these truths.” 

Earlier this year, Judge Pros- 
kauer ripped into charges of dual 
made by the Council 








against U. S. Jewish Zionists, 

“We are told by the anti-Sem- 
ite, through malice, and by some 
small sections of American Jew- 
ry, through confusion, that this 
partition (of Palestine by the 
United Nations) has created a 
problem of possible inconsistency 
between our obligations as Ameri- 
cans and as Jews,” Judge Pros- 
kauer said then. “There is no such 
problem.” (NJP Jan. 30). 

At the Chicago meeting, Pros- 
kauer suggested that the proper 
attitude for U. S. Jews was to 
“show a benevolent and _ utterly 
sincere approach to the problems 
of Israel.” 

In stressing the principle of 
political separation, he said he 
did not imply the severance of 
all ties between the Jewish com- 
munities of the world and Is- 

rael and its citizens. 





British Jew Gets 


7 Years In Arms Case 

LONDON, — (JTA) — Monte 
Harris, a 23-year-old Jewish gro- 
cer, was sentenced to seven years 
imprisonment for possessing ex- 
plosives which his attorney said, 
were to be attached to Iraq- 
bound army trucks which were 
to be used against Israel. Sen- 
tence was pronounced after Har- 
ris pleaded guilty. Nathan R. 
Burns, accused with Harris, was 
acquitted for lack of evidence. 

In passing sentence, Judge R. 
Stable told Harris: “You in your 
blind folly apparently believe 
that a political cause, which I 
have no doubt you believe in can 
be advanced in this nation by the 
use of explosives and violence. 
You are wrong. It never has been 
and never will be.” 

There were reports when Har- 
ris was arrested that he was in- 
volved with Stern group mem- 
bers in England. 





Trial As Terrorisi 
For Stern Leader

Friedman-Yellin, commander of 
the outlawed Stern group, and M. 
Schmulevitz, his top military aide, 
were formally charged this week 
with being leaders of a terrorist 
organization. 

They were informed of the 
charges at an undisclosed place 
of detention and face a miximum 
penalty of 20 years if convicted. 

The two men were seized in 
the Israeli Government’s round- 
up of Sternists in its still un- 
successful hunt for the killers 
of Count Folke Bernadotte. 

A military court investigating 
the Sternist jailbreak in Jaffa 
last week found a number of 
Military Police officers and NCO’s 
guilty of dereliction of duty and 
ordered them dishonorably dis- 
charged from the Army. 





New Fascist Drive 

LONDON, (JTA)—The British 
fascists are attempting to revive 
fascism and spread anti-Semitism 
throughout the Continent under 
the guise of “uniting Europe,” it 
was revealed here this week by 
fascist leader Sir Oswald Mosely. 


Israeli Crack Arab Negev Grip; 
UN Rushes To Rescue Again 


PARIS—The United Nations Security Council rushed to the 
aid of the Arabs again this week when a hard-hitting Israeli attack 
smashed the Egyptian grip on Israeli supply lines to the Negev and 
threatened the entire Egyptian position in southern Palestine. 

The Israelis brilliantly-successful effort to clear the way for 


regular reinforcement of the Jew- 
ish settlements in Negev demon- 
strated two facts. 

The brief campaign demonsira- 
ted once again that the Arabs 
could muster neither the strength 
nor skill to stop an Israeli attack. 
It demonstrated also that while 
Arab truce violations would 
evoke no action from the Secur- 
ity Council, any real threat to 
Arab positions in Palestine would 
bring sharp threats against both 
sides, 

UN Gets Tough 

Last July, when the Israeli 
offensive appeared likely to clean 
the Arab invaders out of all Pal 
estine, the Security Council or- 
dered its second truce, backed by 
the threat of sanctions. 


When it became clear this 
week that the Egyptians had 
suffered another shattering de- 
feat, the Security Council or- 
dered an immediate cease fire, 
with mediator Ralph Bunche, 
urging the use of the “strongest 
possible measures.” 


Four days of fighting gave the 
Israeli victory in the battle for 
Negev communications. The Is- 
raeli then proposed to meet di- 
rectly with Egyptians on settle- 
ment of issues. 


Guarantee Demanded 


The Israeli Government said it 
would not order a cease fire until 
it received “proper guarantees 
that Egyptian undertakings will 
be kept.” This was a reference to 
the fact that in the July 18 truce, 
the Egyptians agreed to permit 
the lone road between Tel Aviv 
and the Negev settlements to be 
used six hours daily by Israeli 
convoys. The Egyptians have 
since shelled every attempt by 
the Israeli to supply the isolated 
Jewish settlements in the Negev. 

The Israeli victory cut three 

broad corridors out of the 

Egyptians lines in the fighting.

Legion Hits Egyptians 


JERUSALEM (JTA) — Re- 
ports of growing animosity be- 
tween the Arab Legion of Trans: 
Jordan and the Egyptian forces 
were confirmed this week by re- 
fusal of the Legion to permit 
entrance of Egyptian troops in- 
to the old city of Jerusalem. 

Reports from Amman assert- 
ted that the TransJordan gov- 
ernment has forbidden Egypt- 
ian planes from flying over the 
Palestine area occupied by the

Egyptian’s main Majdal-Faluja 
line in several places and linked 
the Negev with the rest of Is- 
rael so firmly it was considered 
doubtful if the Egyptians could 
dislodge them. 


The Lebanese radio, in an ale 
most hysterical broadcast, ree 
ported that Egyptian communicas 
tion lines between Gaza, Hebron 
in central Palestine and Faluja 
“have been cut altogether.” The 
report, if correct, meant that the 
new Arab Palestine Government 
at Gaza, headed by the notorious 
ex-Mufti of Jerusalem, was in 
mortal danger. 


Military observers said the Is- 
raeli attack was a miniature 
blitzkrieg, in which shock troops, 
many of them veterans of Brtish 
World War II training, raided 
lines of communication in night 
attacks and then followed with 
intense day assults to seize strae 
tegic heights.

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Analysis Of Bunche’s Recor d Proves Hostility To Israel 


Dr. Bunche said. 





PARIS—An analysis of the activities of Dr. 
Ralph Bunche in his first five weeks as United Na- 
tions provisional mediator for Palestine this week 
clearly underscored a definite and growing hostility 
to the Jewish State. 

The record indicated that in all but a few truce 
orders to the Israeli and the Arabs, the Arabs have 
been able to count consistently on having Bunche 
overlook their violations. At the most, the Israeli 
have been able to count only on being placed on the 
same legal plane as their Arab attackers. 

However, Bunche has gone far beyond the role 
of impartial mediator even in such terms, a survey 
of his official stands indicated. 

He began with a public statement holding 
the Israeli collectively responsible for the assas- 
sination of Count Folke Bernadotte, his prede- 
cessor, He then hastily reversed himself in an 
apologetic letter to Israeli Foreign Minister 
Moshe Shertok. 

_ A week later, he formally informed the UN Se- 
curity Council that Israel had been guilty of neglli- 
gence. He asserted that the assassination could eas- 
ily have been prevented. 

That condemnation was promptly refuted by Dr. 
Bernard Joseph, Israeli Military Governor of new 
Jerusalem, who disclosed that UN personnel have 
Consistently refused Israeli offers of armed aid, in- 
ting on complete freedom of movement. 


A few days later, Bunche, failing to comment on 
Bernard’s statement, repeated his charges after ar- 
riving at Paris for the UN General Assembly. He 
told the Security Council that “the absence of an es- 
cort” had made the murder of Count Bernadotte rel- 
atively easy. 

He made no reference to the repeated official 
Israeli statements that escorts had been offered nor 
the fact that following the roundup of Sternists, the 
Israeli Government announced that henceforth UN 
personnel would get military escorts in Israeli-held 
territory whether they wanted them or not. 

In his report to the Security Council on the over- 
all war situation, Bunche called the Israeli action of 
proclaiming a Jewish state an example of taking the 
political offensive. He said that the Arabs then took 
the military offensive, which was accepted in Arab 
quarters as support for their claims that they were 
defending Palestine against “Zionist aggression” in 
their abortive invasion. 

The clearest case of Bunche’s hostility developed 
this week in his emergency report to the Security 
Council Tuesday. He said a serious breach of the 
peace was involved in the Negev fighting and then 
went on to discuss responsibility. 

“It would seem clear that the military action in 
the last few days has been on a scale which would 
only be undertaken after considerable preparation 
and could scarcely be explained as a simple re- 
taliatery action for an attack on a truck convey,” 


This was such a complete distortion of fact 
that it was unlikely the Israeli would permit it to 
pass unchallenged. The fact that the Israeli have 
been prevented by the UN from ending the war 
by sweeping out the Arabs has meant that Israel 
has been compelled to maintain total mobiliza- 
tion. 

That mobilization has been most complete in the 
Negev, the area in which Israeli holdings are most 
exposed. The Israeli have maintained full strength in 
that area because the faltering UN truce gave them 
no choice, 

The statement also was a distortion in dismiss- 
ing the convoy problem, which involved a flat viola- 
tion of Bunche’s truce orders by the Egyptians. Since 
the start of the second truce, the UN arrangements 
provided for six hours of daily use of a single road 
to the Negev by the Israeli to reinforce the hard- 
pressed and isolated southern Jewish settlements. 

The Israeli have not been able to use the single 
road because the Egyptians have shelled all convoy 
attempts. The total failure of Dr. Bunche to enforce 
his rulings on the Egyptians meant privation and 
possible military destruction for the Negev settle 
ments. The Israeli had no alternative but to enforce 
the ruling themselves. 

These were the facts that the impartial mediator 
summed up as a deliberate attempt to flout UN au- 
thority. 
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PARTY LABELS DON’T TELL 
WHOLE STORY OF ISRAEL POLITICS 


\ Editor’s Note: This is the first of twe articles by M. Z. 
Frank, based on his recent visit to Israel, These sketches de- 
scribe simply but authoritatively the structure of Israel internal 
politics. Columnist Frank expects to develop subsequently in 
greater detail some ef the more interesting phases of the po 
litical life ef the world’s youngest republic,

OR some fifteeen years now the Palestine Labor Party (Mapai), 
a Right-wing Socialist party, has been the ruling group in a 
eoalition. Not only has the same party been in control of the co- 
alition, but for at least a decade the same key people have been 
in control of the Labor Party and of the Labor Federation (His- 
tadruth) controlled by the party. And yet this is a decade which 
witnessed tremendus changes in Jewish life all over the world and 
in Palestine!

It cannot be said that either Mapai, the other parties or the com- 
munity as a whole escaped the evils which inevitably develop in 
such a state of stagnation against a highly dynamic background, 
In Palestine political parties offer their members some very tangi- 
ble advantages such as sick benefits, economic assistance, moral 
encouragement, cultural guidance — which helps him to adjust 
himself to his new environment. The prospective settler in Pales- 
tine often joizs his chosen organization before he immigrates. One 
ot the reasons (though by no means the only one), for the success 
of Mapai is that it knew how to build up organizations which take 
care of their membership. The General Zionists are extremely weak 
in Palestine partly because they have entirely neglected this ques- 
tion- 

The number of political parties in Israel has engendered a 
great deal of partisan strife, some of which is echoed in 
America. To the reflected partisanship from across the seas, 
there is added in America the bitter controversies originating in 
Jocal issues and personalities. 

Parties in Israel are formed not according to English or Ameri- 
ean ideas but after continental European models. There are many 
of them, and they follow roughly the same pattern: conservative, 
progressive, radical, socialist, left-wing, clerical, with modifications 
conditioned by the peculiar crcumstances of the people and of the 
country. 

There is no monarchist or royalist party in Israel, There is 
ne opposition in theory and ideology to the democratic principles 
and te individual liberty, although there is no immunity from un- 
democratic habits and practices. There are no fascists in Israel 
There are few communists. The lIatter two statements need some 
elucidation. 

It is customary for Zionists, especially Labor Zionists, to ac- 
euse the Revisionists and the dissident armed forces which grew out 
ef the Rivisionist movement Etzel (Irgun Zevai Leumi) and the 
Lehi (Fighters for the Freedom of Israel or Sternists) of fascist 
aims and tendencies. A detached observer will be well advised not 
to take this name—calling too seriously. There is no party in Is- 
rael whose program envisages the abolition of the democratic pro- 
ess and of civil liberties. 

There is a communist party, but its strength, even after the 
upsurge of sympathy for Soviet Russia since Gromyko’s speech at 
the United Nations in the spring of 1947, is insignificant, 


* 

THERE ARE SOCIALIST PARTIES, including one which ad 
vocates a pro-Russian orientation. The Sternists also favor a pro- 
Russian orientation.: Conservatives in Palestine are in the habit of 
branding even the dominant Mapai (moderate or right wing socia- 
lists) as “Reds.” But that means no more than the alleged ‘“‘Com- 
miunism” of Roosevelt and his New Deal. 

Some socialist left-wingers, like “Hashomer Hatzair,” speak 
of Seviet Russia as exemplifying “the ferces of tomorrow.” They 
are convinced that Russia, as they believe she is going to be to- 
morrow, will be to their liking. But if anybody tried to impose 
upon them the kind of a dictatorship Russia has today, they would 
break out into a bloody riot 

Zionists who favor a pro-Russian orientation do not necessarily 
approve of the Soviet system. Most of them do not, 

Mapai (short for “Mifleget Poale Eretz Israel,” Palestine Labor 
Party) is the strongest party and has been in control for some 
fiteen years, It is the counter-part of the moderate Labor parties 
in England, Australit, Norway, Sweden or Canada. The phrases 
and criticism one hears about Mapai are very much the same char- 
acter as one hears about the British, the Australian or the Nor- 
wegian governments. There is however, one specific aspect of Ma- 
pai which must not be overlooked: it is keenly conscious of its 
role as the party of a people which must gain its place in the 
gun by pioneering and immigration. 

The Mapai is not a very homogeneous body so far as the 
views of its membership is concerned on national, social and 
economic questions. But it has been a rather cohesive body with 
a strong group loyalty and even with a strong belief in the pe- 
euliar mission of the party. No other group or party’ has as 
yet produced a better national leadership. 

As the party in power, Mapai has had to get along with the 
British authorities and with private enterprise. This, plus its long 
maintenance in power, plus the rigid contro] the party has tried 
to exert over its membership, besides several other factors, pro- 
duced a revolt of the left-wingers. The achduth ha-Avodah (Labor 
Unity) led by Ben Aharon, Tobenkin and Cizling, split away and 
formed a new party which has strong support in the kibbutzim, 
especially among the youth of the kibbutzim. Its criticism of Ma- 
pai was that it is wishy-washy in its socialism and in its Zionism, 
that it is ridden by bureaucracy, and is pro-British and unrealistic 
im its policies. Since November 1947 the Achduth ha-Avodah merg- 
ed with Hashomer Hatzair, another left-wing group, forming the 
new United Labor Party or (Mefleget Poalim Menhedet). It pre- 
sents a formidable challenge to the power of Mapai in the ranks 
ef Labor and in the country as a whole,

PARIS—The Worid Jewish Congress has addressed a letter to 
Trygve Lie, Secretary-General of the United Nations, and to all 
delegations of the 58 member-nations at the Palais de Chaillot, ca}, 
ing attention to the critical situation of the Jewish minorities jg 


the Arab countries. 

The organization urged that the 
U.N. adopt an emergency resolu- 
tion recommending that the Arab 
States of the Middle East, espec- 
ially Iraq and Egypt, revise their 
anti-Jewish policy and safeguard 
the human rights and fundamen- 
tal freedoms of all racial and re- 
ligious groups within their coun- 
tries. 

The Congress also asked the 
U.N. General Assembly to re- 
quest that governments. con- 
cerned report within eight days 
whether the human rights and 
fundamental freedoms of Jewish 
citizens had been violated and 
what measures had been taken 
to prevent further violations and 
redress the wrongs. 

Measures taken in Iraq were 
described in the letter as de- 
signed to “ruin and despoil the 
Jews.” It stated that 400 Jews 
were interned in concentration 
camps by the Iraqi authorities 
solely because they own pro- 
perty in Palestine. The letter 
mentioned the execution of 
Shafrik Ades, wealthy Iraqi 
Jew, on order of a military 
court on charges of supplying 
arms and other war equipment 
to the Zionists, although “he 
was never associated with a 
Zionist organization.” 

With regard to Egypt, the Con- 
gress recalled the explosion in 
Cairo last Sept. 22 when four 
houses were blown up and 19 
Jews were killed and 47 seriously 
injured. Referring to a protest 
previously addressed to the U.N. 
Economic and Social Council, the 
letter states that 300 ot 1,000 
Jews had been interned in Egypt 
since the middle of May and their 
property confiscated. More than 
200 Jews were killed June in 
bomb outrages or street attacks 
in Egypt. 

The letter emphasized that

Its Backers 


‘Haganah Speaks” is published 
by Americans for Haganah, one 
of several agencies organized by 
members of the Committee for 
progressive Zionism, the formal 
internal opposition to the present 
JOA leadership. Montor, a lead- 
ing member of the CPZ, called 
for a fundamental re-vamping of 
US. fund agencies in July, when 
the CPZ was organized. 

Montor Believed Doing It 

When Montor submitted his 
gurprise resignation, he did so 
without explanation. One of the

F the UJA should be split be-

The personal feud is being 
cloaked with issues of ideology, 
says Vital, anid there is some sub- 
stance to the belief that Silver- 
Neumann have rightist tenden- 
cies. “But,” declares Socialist 
Vital, “the question now is: is this 
the right time to seek a reckon- 
ing. Are not more important 
things jeopardized.” Vital hopes 
that the UJA will not be ruptur- 
ed, but that some compromise 
will be worked out, possibly by 
adding more Montorites to the 
UJA executive board.

Speaking at a Nationalities 
conference called by the Wallace 
party, Nowak told a large audi- 
ence of representatives of vir- 
tually every ethnic group in De- 
troit, including Jews, that by 
“its silence, the Jewish Commu- 
nity Council helped Lesinski to 
obtain the Democratic nomina- 
tion in the Sept. 14 primaries, al- 
though he is without doubt one 
of the worst enemies of the Jew- 
ish people in Congress today.” 

Lesinski In Again 

Lesinski defeated Nowak in the 
primaries by 4,000 votes. Nowak, 
who has been prominent in ef- 
forts to fight anti-Semitism in 
Polish areas and in the state leg- 
jslature, is not running under the 
Progressive Party banner. Lesin- 
ski's nomination is considered 
tantamount to election. 

In the course of his address, 
which keynoted the conference, 
Nowak described the following 
background for his charges: 

Late this summer a group in- 
terested in Nowak’s nomination 
visited the JCC with documentary 
evidence from the Congressional 
Record and other sources demon- 
strating Lesinski’s alleged anti- 
Semitism. 

They asked JCC leaders to in- 
vestigate their charges with a 
view toward publicizing Lesin- 
ski’s alleged bias in the Jewish 
community. Nowak said JCC 
leaders hesitated at first, since 
they felt such action might put 
the JCC in the politically par- 
tisan position of backing No- 
wak, 


In rebuttal, the Nowak sup- 
porters said it would help the 
Jewish community if Lesinski 
was exposed by its own agency 
and that since very few Jews re- 
sided in the 16th district, the ex- 
pose would not mean that the 
Council was supporting Nowak. 

Committee Gets Job 

The JCC then agreed to refer 
the issue to its committee on com- 
munity interrelations and when 
that committee met, it decided to 
investigate by sending a sub-com- 
mittee to visit Lesinski, 

That sub-committee had a 
Photostatic copy of a page from 
the Congressional Record in 
Which Lesinski was quoted as

saying, in reference to the 1948 
Refugee act, that “you are not 
only giving this quota for the 
Jews .> . it is to bring in a hun- 
dred thousand Russian Jews, 
those of the type you had on your 
heels last week.” 

The document also showed that 
Lesinski was fighting to restrict 
the number of Jews who could 
enter the U. S. and favored larger 
quotas for the notoriously anti- 
Semitic exiled Anders Army 
Poles. He claimed they were be- 
ing discriminated against by Jew- 
ish immigration quotas, 

Nowak said a member of that 
sub-committee had said at a pub- 
lic gathering that Lesinski did 
not deny the published version of 
his remarks but said he “guessed 
it was a bad way to put it.” 
Nowak said that in what he 
called “typical anti-Jewish phrase- 
ology,” that Lesinski had added 
that ‘it would be stupid for me to 
be anti-Semitic—some of by best 
customers are Jews.” Lesinski 
was referring to his main busi- 
ness interest—the Acorn Lumber 
Co. in Dearborn. 


Asked after the meeting for the 
name of the subcommittee mem- 
ber who had given him the infor- 
mation, Nowak declined, saying 
the person in question had asked 
him not to do so. 

UAW OKs Him 

Nowak said that just before 
the primaries, President Walter 
Reuther of the CIO United Auto 
Workers announced UAW sup- 
port for Lesinski “but the JCC 
still deferred any action. Their 
committee has met three times 
since the interview—the last 
meeting was last week—and still 
no action has been taken.” 

Nowak voiced surprise that 
the JCC which has long been 
promoting unity between Ne- 
groes and Jews in Detroit, 
should refuse to issue any State- 
ment regarding Lesinski who 
was quoted by Harry McAlpin, 
a well-known Negro newspaper 
columnist, as saying “The only 
real segregation comes when 
Negroes are forced to move 
into delapidated neighborhoods 
where the Jews charge them 
three times as much rent as the 

property is worth.” 

Irving Richter, who was Now- 
ak’s campaign manager for the 
primary, told The Post that this 
remark was published in the 
Michigan Chronicle on Feb. 10, 
1945. 

More Evidence 

Richter, formerly UAW Wash- 
ington legislative representative, 
submitted to The Post copies of 
other documents, which included: 

The Congressional record for 
March 24, 1947, when Rep. Adolph 
Sabath, D., Ill., condemned Con- 
gressman John Rankin for his 
anti-Semitism.

U.S. YOUTH WILL STUDY YEAR 
IN ISRAEL UNDER NEW PLAN 


By CARL ALPERT 

FEW weeks ago a representative of the Youth Department 
A of the Jewish Agency in Jerusalem, Gershon Asculai by name, 
arrived in this country on an official mission to promote a closer 
cultural and educational relationship between American Jewish 
youth and Israel. Gershon a] I have had many fruitful conversa- 
tions, and one immediate result of our discussions may be divulged 
at this time. 





One of the many valuable but little publicized projects of the 
Z.0.A, Education Department is the annual award of scholarships 
for a year of study in Palestine. Last year four such fellowships 
were awarded for students. who wished to attend the Hebrew Uni- 
versity. This year five scholarships, each carrying a grant of $1500, 
were made available through the Z.O.A.’s American Zionist Fund. 

There are many young Americans, however, without the 
necessary academic preparation to attend the University on 
Mt. Scopus, who would profit immeasurably, and in turn con- 
tribute immensely to the American Jewish community, from a 
year of supervised study in Israel, and I have for several years 
been exploring the possibility of setting up not one, or four, 
or ten, but dozens of such. fellowships. 


More than ten years ago the Jewish community of Cincinnati 
pioneered in this direction, and began sending the outstanding He- 
brew school student of the city for a year of study in the high 
school in Jerusalem. My wife was the first to win that Cincinnati 
award, and I am therefore in a position to appraise what that year 
has meant, not only in terms of broadening her base of Jewish 
values and appreciation, but also in terms if service to the Jewish 
community here. Others who followed her from Cincinnati each 
year, until the war interrupted, have proven similarly valuable in- 
vestments, 


THIS WAS THE PROJECT I discussed with Gershon Asculai. 
We are now engaged in completing arrangements whereby the 
Z.0O.A. may participate on a large scale in orientation courses set 
up in Israel for precisely the purpose I have in mind. The young 
people we send from here w# spend about six months on a kib- 
butz, engaging in the day to day life and work of the commune, 
and about six months in the city, studying Hebrew, and learning 
the history, sociology, economics and literature of Israel and the 
Jewish people. 


Upon their return to the United States, most of them prob- 
ably to resume their secular studies, they will be prepared and 
equipped to render service not only in the Zionist movement, 
but in the general field of Jewish education and creative activity. 
It should not be necessary to expatiate on the obvious signifi- 
cance of the annual return to America of this group of Israeli- 
trained young people, carefully chosen in the first place for their 
leadership potential, 


I have discussed the matter further with Manuel Posy, na- 
tional director of the American Zionist Fund, and there is every 
reason to believe that the Z.O.A. will this spring send to Israel, con- 
ditions there permitting, 25 or more’ young men and women who 
will thus constitute the first contingent of our investment in Amer- 
ican Jewry’s future, The practical and financial retails are in the 
process of being worked out, but it is encouraging to know that 
these present by no means insurmountable obstacles. Indeed, it is 
my ambition to see the number of scholarship winners doubled the 
following year, and further increased annually thereafter. 


THE Z.0.A. HAS BIG PLANS IN the field of education in the 
months and years that lie ahead. The Israel Scholarship plan is but 
the first of many vital projects which will be formally announced 
in turn.

HAVE YOU EVER GIVEN A TRIAL 
TO DEMOCRACY IN YOUR HOME?

Rabbi and Mrs. Jerome D. Folkman describe their experiences 
in a disarmingly modest pamphlet. “Democracy and Religion Begin 
_ at Home,” published by their Columbus, O. temple. 

They begin by explaining that ‘as parents, we 
have considered it our sacred duty to introduce 
our children to two great spiritual traditions: the 
democracy of America and the religion of Israel.” 

Their discussion of religious practices and 
training in the home is enthusiastic and sincere, 
but when they take up democracy, their ideas are 
exceptionally noteworthy. 

“We first felt the need of the institutions of 
democracy at home when the necessity of discip- 
line pressed for our attention. It occurred to us that the child 
requiring discipline had certain rights and that these rights were 
being transgressed by the traditional patterns of domestic discip- 
line. If a child does something that distresses his mothey or that 
violates her personal rights, she might become very angry, shout 
at him, then seize him and spank him, provided of course, that 
the transgression warrants all these steps in her opinion. When 
she follows this program of action, she is in effect acting as a 
public prosecutor bringing in an indictment against the child, as 
the judge and jury in finding him guilty, and as the sheriff in ad- 
ministering the punishment. 


“Actually the child is entitled to his day in court the same 
as any adult. We decided to have formal trials on occasions 
when our children seemed to require discipline. It was then 
that we discovered the lack of democratically supported law in 
our home. 

“There were certain things we took for granted as being re- 
quired of members of the family, but actually, these requirements 
had never been propertly enacted into law by the consent of all 
those governed. So we devised two .institutions. 

“The first is our ‘meeting’ which generally takes place after 
dinner. The meeting is called to order by the father, usually, and 
the needed legislation is proposed by him or any other interested 
member. It is then discussed, voted upon, and if there is a ma- 
jority favoring it, enacted into law. All such laws are binding 
equally upon all members of the family, regardless of age. If 
there is to be any exception to household laws, the exceptions 
are granted by special license. 

“When properly enacted laws of the family are violated, 
it is only right that there should be some trial of the alleged 
violator. Some years ago, we enacted a parking ordinance for 
our family. Children’s vehicles ‘parked’ on our sidewalk and 
driveway constituted a serious safety hazard. So we held a 
meeting and adopted a parking ordinance providing that all bi- 
cycles, wagons, and other vehicles that could not be properly 
parked at the curb should be parked on the lawn and not on 
the sidewalk. 

“It soon occurred to us that our system of administration of 
justice in our home was somewhat one-sided, even as it is in the 
broader adult world. It has been frequently remarked that it is 
possible for a man to live a good life, to be a fine husband and fa- 
ther, and never receive any public accalim. But should he once 
violate the tenets of decency, should he abuse his wife or children, 
he will soon find his name in headlines in the newspaper. This 
is one great weakness in the democratic society. 

The monarchial society had means of awarding honors and 
recognition to those who exemplified the basic virtues. But de- 
mocracy has not yet developed these techniques to any great ex- 
tent. And so, in addition to our legislative meetings, and our trial 
courts, we also have courts of honor. 

“The ‘procedure includes a citation, an award and a response 
offered by the recipient. This can be illustrated by a single instance 
Some time ago, there was a strike among the custodians of the 
public school buildings. 

“It was during that strike that this incident occurred, although 
we did not hear of it until sometime later when it was called to 
our attention by the teacher of one of our children. After the jan- 
itors’ strike had been in progress for several days, the rooms in 
which the children were required to meet began to be very dusty, 
dirty and shabby.

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| JEWISH MOTHERS CAN BE TAUGHT 


HOW TO PRESENT HOLIDAY RITUALS 


BUFFALO, N. Y.—Proof that the average 
Jewish housewife is willing and able to learn 
how to present typical Jewish holiday celebra- 
tions in her home was submitted this week in 
the experience of the “Judaism-at-Home-Move- 
ment” here. 

The starting point of the experiment, accord- 
jing to Mark M. Krug, director of the Buffalo 
Bureau of Jewish Education, was the realiza- 
tion that many parents want to make the Jew- 

* jsh holidays meaningful and inspiring in their 
homes. 

But, Krug points out in “An Experiment in 
-'parent-Education,” in the Oct. 1 RECON- 
| STRUCTIONIST, too many of them lack the 

knowledge and skill to do it properly. 

*. “We knew from experience that merely 
preaching to a group of parents that it is 
important to light and bless the candles of 

Chanukah, without actually teaching them 
the melody and words of the blessings” 
wouldn’t work, Krug explained. 

The first step was a Chanukah Institute for 
Jewish Mothers, with Mrs, Harry J. Brevis of 
Buffalo, a public school principal, as chairman. 
Qualified Jewish women were invited to be- 
come the staff of the Institute. 

Committees for decoration and gifts, foods, 
games, books and stories, music and sons were 
set up. The committees handled their own ma- 
terial and its preparation. 

“For six weeks, 24 women who were ap- 
pointed on the various committees, met fre- 
quently in respective groups and worked dili- 
gently to prepare themselves to teach the fu- 
ture registrants in the Institute,” Krug re- 
ported. 

The first surprise was the registration, Krug 
said. Not more than 30 mothers were expected 
but no less than 84 did register. 

“This success in registration was primarily 
the result of the excellent cooperation that the 
Bureau received from all the rabbis, educa- 
tional directors and congregational sisterhoods 
in the community,” Krug declared. 

He said that many of the mothers said they 
expected the Institute to show them how to 
stage a beautiful holiday for their children 
“and thus to counteract the impact of the 
Christmas observance on them.” 

Not only was there a cross section of the 
community and of Conservative, Reform and 
Orthodox congregations but a “substanial num- 
ber” = unaffiliated women stnennetes Most of 


them were mothers of small children. 

The Institute met in four sessions of two 
hours each on four consecutive Mondays. The 
first opened with a brief outline of the mean- 
ing of the holiday, candle blessing, the story 
of Chanukah as told to nursery age children 
and to children five years and older. 

The mothers were taught Chanukah games, 
heard a review of apropriate books and got sug- 
gestions for gifts. 

At the second session, the mothers had a 
brief review of the first session then were 
shown how to prepare Chanukah foods. The 
foods committee showed how to prepare pan- 
cakes, a dreidel and other foods. 

At the third session the arts committee ar- 
ranged a beautiful display of Chanukah decora- 
tions. During the session the committee taught 
each mother individually how to make the vari- 
ous decorations, 

The fourth session was a real Chanukah 
party in a private home. The session “provided 
an excellent opportunity to review the Chanu- 
kah songs, stories and games taught in the 
Institute.” 

The last half of the party was given over to 
a discussion of the Institute, in which the moth- 
ers had a chance to tell what they thought of 
the Institute. 

As a final step, a folder which contained all 
the materials used in the Institute was pub- 
lished and sent to all the “students” a week be- 
fore the holiday. 

Did all the work do any good? Says Krug: 
“The special survey made by the Bureau staff 
and information received from the _ rabbis 
showed that many Jewish homes were beauti- 
fully decorated for Chanukah and that a large 
number of inspiring and enjoyable Chanukah 
parties for children and adults were held.” 

A similar technique was used for a class 
of 85 women for Passover and “many par- 
ticipants pledged themselves to conduct a 
traditional Seder in their homes. Many ex- 


' pressed their gratification that the Institute 


taught them how to make this significant 
holiday beautiful and meaningful in their 
homes.” 

Krug said that during the next year all sis- 
terhoods in Buffalo will conduct their own 
Chanukah and Passover Institutes, using as a 
guide the techniques developed at the first two 
institutes.

decided to do something about it. During his lunch period, he 
went into the broom closet and procured a broom, a mop, a 
dustpan and cloths. He moved out all of the classroom furni- 
ture and gave the room a thorough cleaning. The change was 
quite noticeable when the class reassembled after lunch. The 
teacher asked who had done it. No one replied but she re- 
ported that our son literally beamed from ear to ear. ‘Perhaps 
it was the pixies,’ she said, and he nolded his head. 


“When the incident was brought to our attention, we decided 
that some appropriate recognition ought to be made of this service 
‘above and beyond the call of duty.’ That night we held a Court 
of Honor after dinner and read a citation to this effect: 


One of the members of our family has brought signal hon- 
or to us.

Those who say they need 
no synagogue—how often do they 
contemplate on Jewish life and 
thought and education and ideal- 
ism? Those who say they need 
no special sanctuary, how often 
do they pray?” 


Rabbi Stern’s answer to the 
question: “I used to belong but 
someone insulted me. What 


would you have done?” is espec- 
jally good.

An Important Meeting 


N connection with the meeting called for this 
week-end of the thirty largest Jewish com- 
munities in the U.S. and Canada, it might be 
rewarding to dwell upon the significance of this 
conference as far as the total American Jewish 
community is concerned. 

Just what can be expected from the meeting 
this week-end in Pittsburgh may be seen from 
a report of the meeting of the same group, rep- 
resentatives of Jewish welfare funds of nine 
large cities, which met in New York City early 
last June. It was this meeting which called into 
being the meeting this week-end. 

All the national agencies put their cards on 
the table for the representatives of these nine 
communities, and the recommendations, which 
follow below, show that no holds were barred; 
in other words the national agencies found 
themselves taking advice (instructions) and lik- 
ing it. Of course, they had no alternative. For 
years they have tried to avoid just such respon- 
sibility to the American Jewish community, 
and now it seems that they finally have been 
cornered, 

Here, in brief, are the accomplishments of the 
June meeting: 

1. The welfare funds wanted a look at the 
1949 budgets of the American Jewish Congress, 
the American Jewish Committee, the Anti- 
Defamation League of B’nai B’rith, the Jewish 
Labor Committee, the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency, and the National Jewish Welfare 
Board, before these budgets were adopted by 
these agencies. In other words they wanted a 
voice in determining the budgets. On this point, 
the report of the Council of Jewish Federations 
and Welfare Funds, which is behind these meet- 
ings, reported that: “All of the national organ- 
izations taking part in these sessions have in- 
dicated that they would welcome the oportunity 
-.. to present to this group their plans for 1949 
programs and expenditures before their 1949 
budgets are finally determined.” 

2. In the field of Civic Defense, the June meet- 
ing decided that, “the time has now come when 
there should be allocation of functions in cer- 
tain areas of operations.” It was just this allo- 


cation of functions that Benjamin Epstein, nga. 
tional director of the ADL opposed in last 
week's issue of this paper. In this connection 
it is interesting to note that the June meetin 
did not leave it to the National Community 
Relaions Advisory Council, whose specific task 
it is to coordinate the work of the four com. 
peting defense agencies, but specified that “The 
national agencies report to this group (the 
meeting this week-end) at its next session the 
progress which they have made in such allo. 
cation of function.” 

3. In connection with the many individyaj 
efforts in the field of Jewish education and cy. 
ture, the June meeting called for “consultations 
to develop joint planning for the furtherance of 
Jewish educational programs and to explore 
under what auspices the various phases of thege 
activities might be conducted more effectively.” 
The June meeting noted “that several of the 
civic defense agencies are expanding their 
services in the general field of Jewish education 
and culture under their own auspices and with. 
out relationship to one another or to other 
agencies (already) operating in the same field.” 

When you add to the above, the fact that the 
meeting this Sunday will go into the questions 
of needs in Europe and Israel for 1949, inde 
pendent campaigns by national agencies not in 
the United Jewish Appeal, and other related 
problems, it can readily be seen that the meet. 
ing and other such meetings under the same 
sponsorship have inestimable importance for 
the Jewish community. 

What the local communities are doing jg 
putting a saddle on a horse which up until now 
has never been ridden. This is a ticklish job, 
and only an experienced horse trainer can 
accomplish it. Yet the national agencies are 
being saddled, and so far there isn’t much they 
have done about it, nor is there likely there 
will be much they can do about it. For not only 
is the leadership of the Council of Jewish Fed. 
erations and Welfare Funds trained and well 
equipped, but the horse is in the corral, and if 
he wants to eat regularly he’ll learn how to 
follow his master’s orders. 


The Jew and The Negro 


8 gee an effort is being made currently to 


prove that it is a tactical error on the 
part of the Jew in the United States even to 
permit his problem and the problem of the Ne- 
gro to be tied together. 

And sure enough, even factual evidence is 
being produced to show that the problems of 
the two groups are in no way alike; that dis- 
crimination for the Negro is not motivated nor 
does it have a common origin with discrimina- 
tion for the Jew. It is shown also that the lot 
of the Jew is much superior to that of the 
Negro, 

The implication is obvious, The Jew lowers 
his own standing by tieing his position with 


that of the Negro. 


That is putting it on the unJewish basis of 
self-interest. 


But even here the argument does not hold 
water. As long as anyone is persecuted and de 
nied equality the Jew will never be safe. 


The Jew likes to point out that persecution 
by Hitler of the Jew was only a first step, and 
that persecution of all freedom loving groups 
under Nazi domination was thereafter in- 
evitable. 


Maybe those who want the Jew to forget the 
problem of the Negro will have an answer for 
that one too,

HE Jewish Ledger of Hartford, Conn., last 

week devoted almost a full page to the 
story of the high honor paid Alexander Brin, 
publisher of The Jewish Advocate of Boston, on 
his return from an important mission as one of 
the principal delegates to the International 
Conference of Jews and Christians in Europe, 
and his other services to the cause of the Jew- 
ish community. The article in The Jewish 
Ledger told about the testimonial dinner given 
for Dr. Brin in Boston where 400 community 
leaders came together to pay him honor. 

This printing of news about a colleague is 
rare in the Anglo-Jewish press, Recently honors 
of no less significance have come to other men 
connected with Anglo-Jewish papers, but with 
a studied unanimity almost none of the Anglo- 
Jewish papers had the grace and the good sense 


to report this news of their colleagues or to 
comment editorially on it. 


The fact that D. H. White, publisher of the 
Jewish Herald-Voice of Houston, was elected 
president of the Southern District of B'nai 
B'rith or that Irving G. Rhodes, publisher of 
the Wisconsin Jewish Chronicle was elected 
president of the West Central Region of the 
Council of Jewish Federations and Welfare 
Funds, warranted no editorial comment in the 
Anglo-Jewish press. 


The Anglo-Jewish press had in the honors 
paid to these men an unexampled opportunity 
to show the Jewish community of America that 
it is fast becoming of age and that the services 
of its leaders are not going unnoticed and ut 
rewarded,

es Post commented once before on the 
statement by Daniel B. Hart, of Temple 
Rodef Shalom, Pittsburgh, that: “Many of those 
in the council of the temple know little of the 
religious responsibility which is theirs. ... I 
deplore these facts, but they are irrefutable 
and the first remedy to be applied is to vote 
men into office who are proud of their religious 
heritage and whose primary concern will be 
the development of religion and who will set 
the fashion of regular attendance at worship 
for all others to follow.” 

Rodef Shalom is Reform. 

But Congregation Shomray Hadath is Ortao- 


dox and Rabbi Charles J, Shoulson, in his al 
nual report writes: 

“If our officers fail to attend our services and 
Synagogue functions, then how can we expect 
the membership at large to show any loyalty?” 

The answer is obvious. Membership on the 
board of any congregation in the United States 
should be based on regular attendance at ser: 
vices. This is no maximal request. 
shouldn’t every board member be expected to 
attend weekly services? Let the congregations 
add the prerequisite to their by-laws and then 
the men who know what the synagogue is for 
will be the men who make the decisions for it 
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of Israel to introduce compulsory 
Orthodox religious instruction in 
all schools of Israel. 

ONE. With reference to our 
report about compulsory kashrut 
and Sabbath observance, Rabbi 
Kirshblum (executive vice presi- 
dent of the Mizrachi religious 
Zionist Organization of America) 
says: 

“Mizrachi has forced no Kosh- 
er food into an Israeli’s stomach, 
nor has it bruted the govern- 
ment into foisting Sabbath ob- 
gervance on anyone. What Miz- 
rachi has done is to ask assur- 
ance that religious Jews be giv- 
en freedom of religious convic- 
tion. NNo more, no less.” 

I beg to contradict the letter 
and spirit of this Rabbinical 
statement. It is not true that all 
the Mizrachi wanted and accom- 
plished was to “ask assurance 
that every religious Jew be giv- 
en freedom of religious convic- 
tion.” That right is given to 
Jews IN EVERY DEMOCRATIC 
COUNTRY and is supported by 
liberal people irrespective of 
their religious or anti-religious 
views. In the American Army, 
too, kosher food is provided for 
those Jewish soldiers whose reli- 
gious convictions preclude them 
from eating other food. 

But what happened in Israel 
is something else. EVERY JEW- 
ISH, SOLDIER WHETHER HE 
WANTS TO EAT KOSHER OR 
NOT, MUST EAT IT. This is no 
longer “an assurance of religious 
conviction for the religious Jew” 
but “literally forcing kosher food 
into the stomachs of Israeli” 
whose conscience revolts against 
it In short, Rabbi Kirshblum 
has on this point deliberately 
misrepresented the facts to make 
it appear that the situation with 
regard to Kgashrut is the same 
in Israel as in the United States, 
which is not in accordance with 
the known facts. 

Does Rabbi Kirshblum want 
proof? Let him ask any of the 
humerous American Jewish 
visitors who were recently in 
Israel, beginning with the heads 
of the Zionist movement in 
America, to the ordinary tourist, 
whether they could, if they 
wanted, obtain non-Kosher food 
in Israel; not only in the army 
but even in civilian life. 

Here is what Arthur Koestler, 
an internationally-known Jewish 
correspondent now in _ Israel 
wrote on this very subject in The 
“‘ York Herald-Tribune of Oct. 


“Eating (non-kosher) - is 
strictly speaking not... il- 
legal in Israel for as yet the 
State of Israel has no constitu- 
tion ... It only means that 
the proprietors of hotels do not 
Want to risk a row with the 
Rabbinate. And the govern- 
Ment is adopting the same at- 
titude. It permits only the im- 
portation of kosher meat... 
and, as kosher meat is both ex- 
Pensive and difficult to obtain 
on the world market, there has 
‘been, since the end of the Brit- 


“Kosherness is only one of 
the relatively minor rabbinical 
plagues in the young state. A 
major one is the prohibition of 
all public traffic from sunset 
on Friday to the end of the 
Sabbath. This means that the 
citizen’ of Tel Aviv, Haifa or 
ferusalem is unable on his only 
free day in the week to take 
a bus ride to the sea, visit 
friends or go out for an excur- 
sion to the country.” 

The question, is: who is de- 
scribing the situation—the nu- 
merous correspondents and visi- 
tors to Israel, or Rabbi Kirsh- 
blum? 

THREE. The question of com- 
pulsory religious education in the 
schools of Israel is slightly more 
complicated because as yet there 
is no constitution in Israel but it 
belongs in the same category as 
Kashrut and Sabbath observance. 
In the first place ALL school sys- 
tems in Israel provide for reli- 
gious instruction in the Bible not 
literature but as a religious 
subject. Secondly, is it not a 
fact that the Mizrachi is now 
moving Heaven and Earth to 
make compulsory religious in- 
struction in the manner of the 
“Cheder,” a constitutional law of 
the land, compulsory in ALL 
schools regardless of party or 
denomination? Does Rabbi 
Kirshblum deny that his party 
is working towards such an end? 

Since our original report, many 
other correspondents have writ- 
ten on the same subject and told 

of far more serious dangers in 
the same field. So ,for instance, 
did the Tel Aviv correspondent 
of the Jewish Daily Forward 
who was the first to reveal that 
the Rabbinical party in Israel is 
fighting to MAKE CIVIL MAR- 
RIAGES IN ISRAEL ILLEGAL. 

In other words, no marriage in 
Israel is to be considered legal 
unless it is performed by a rabbi 
AND CHILDREN BORN OF 
NON-RELIGIOUS MARRIAGES 
ARE TO BE TREATED AS IL- 
LEGITIMATE. This was con- 
firmed a month later by Alvin 
Rosenfeld, correspondent in Tel 
Aviv for The New York Post, 
who wrote in his paper on Sept. 
8:

“A struggle is taking shape 
here over the part which tradi- 
tional religion is to,play in the 
daily lives of the people of Is- 
rael under the projected con- 
stitution. Will there be civil or 
only religious marriages? Will 
divorce be granted on the basis 
of civil or religious laws? Will 
intermarriage be made a crime 
punishable by law? Wil] the 
status of women in Israel be 
based on the ancient law of 
the Torah and Talmud?” 

Mr. Rosenfeld asked these 
questions on Sept. 8. Mr Koestler, 
writing on Oct. 12, says: 

“In all likelihood the constitu- 
tion will place all marriage, di- 
vorce and other matters of’ per- 
sonal status under the exclusive 
jurisdiction of the religious 
courts. This means there will 


World Mizrachi Organization, 
told Mr. Rosenfe!d, in a special 
interview in Tel Aviv, exactly the 
reverse. Mr. Rosenfeld in The 
New York Post of Sept. 8, quotes 
the sage of the Mizrachi as hav- 
ing said: 

“Just as there is a Code 
Napoleon, so there is a Mosaic 
Code. It is the law of the Jew- 
ish people. It is also a. human 
code. It should be used in the 
land of the Jewish people.” 

In short, the religious Mosaic 
law of 5000 years ago, with all 
its medieval interpretation of the 
Shulchan Aruch, is in the opinion 
of the Mizrachi president, to be 
made the law of Israel. What 
else is this but making the Jew- 
ish state a theocracy? 

How can Rabbi Kirshblum, a 
pillar of Mizrachi in the United 
States, deny this fact and de- 
nounce a_ theocracy which his 
party openly demands? . . It 
would be interesting not Only for 
the undersigned, but a_ good 
many other people, to have a 
clear answer to these questions.

A CLOSER LOOK AT PURE MOSAISM 


AND ITS INTERESTIN 


Editor, National Jewish Post: 
In a recent issue of The Na- 

tional Jewish Post, there is a let- 

ter from Mr. David Horowitz, 


derogating the Rabbinic tradi- -° 


tions and urging a return to 
“pure Mosaism.” Rabbi Benjamin 
Schultz of the Anti-Communist 
League, although non-orthodox 
himself, once sized up Mr. Horo- 
witz as “one of the vast tribe of 
nudnicks”—a description I find 
it hard to improve upon. Let us 
take a look at this “pure Mosa- 
ism” a la Horowitz. 

Mr. H., as is fairly well known, 
is the follower of a Palestinian 
Mahatma called by himself and 
clique “Moses the Mighty.” The 
Mighty One formerly lived in a 
cave near Jerusalem, whence he 
was removed to the more hy- 
gienic (if less romantic) precinct 
of a jail. The authorities, it 
seems, objected to the Mighty 
One’s detaining a young female 
with him in the cave against the 
wishes of her parents. ...

GOP FIGHT 


FOR CIVIL RIGHTS PROGRAM 


NEW YORK—(NJP)—A speech by U. S. Sen. Irving M. Ives, 
protege of Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, outlining a program for ad- 
vancing civil rights legislation, was under study this week as a 
possible commitment by the Republican party on that explosive 


issue. 

Gov. Dewey, the GOP presiden- 
tial nominee, has been widely 
criticized for his complete silence 
in his campaign speeches so far 
on his stand for civil rights leg- 
islation. 


Sen. Ives who has been iden- 
tified with the liberal wing of the 
GOP, told a meeting of the New 
York chapter of g 
the American ie 
Jewish Commit- 
tee that revision § 
of Senate rules } 
to end filibuster- 
ing will be made 
the first order of 
business after 
the 81st Congress 
convenes. : a 

The commit- IVES 
ment was made contingent on the 
Republicans retaining control of 
the Senate and a promise to stop 
filibustering was not regarded as 
the same thing as a specific par- 
ty commitment to battle for new 
civil rigthts legislation. 





But it was pointed out that 
Ives could hardly have made such 
a speech during the heat of a 
presidential election campaign 
without consulting his political 
mentor, the party’s presidential 
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nominee. 

Dewey’s campaign strategy has 
been to stick to generalities and 
avoid specific commitments. It 
was regarded as possible that 
Ives had been given the assign- 
ment in the civil rights field, 

What’s Needed 

Ives said that despite substan- 
tial progress in the overall cam- 
paign to broaden civil rights, ef- 
forts have so far been “too hap- 
hazard and frequently too poorly 
timed.” 

He urged a united effort to 
“map out a plan of campaign 
and then to pursue it relent- 
lessly and consistently.” He 
said legislation to combat dis- 
crimination in employment is 
of primary importance in “the 
battle for civil rights.” 

“The first obstacle to be over- 
come in the Congress of the U. 
S., if any campaign for anti-dis- 
crimination legislation is to be 
successful, is the filibuster in the 
United States Senate,” Ives said. 

Stop Filibuster First 

“As long as Senate rules re- 
main as they are, it will be vir- 
tually impossible to obtain Sen- 
ate action on any worthwhile civ- 
il rights legislation,” he added. 
“Quite obviousy, therefore, the 
first and indispensable step in 
the advancement of such a pro- 
gram in the Congress is the adop- 
tion of an amendment to the 
Senate which would provide for 
the exercise of cloture in the de- 
bate of any question or issue or 
motion which may be before the 
Senate.” 

“If the Republicans remain in 
control of the Senate, revision of 
the Senate rules will be made the 
first order of business after the 
Sist Congress convenes.” he de- 
clared.

The number of Jews 
east of New York is more than 

New York’s two million. 

Judaism is In a multiple of 
small places like Iron River, 
Mich., (where I had my recent 
vacation) as well as in New 
York’s Temple Emanu-El which 
to some rapt eyes contains the 
glamor of a national cathedral. 

New York, which has abundant 
facilities to keep Jewish life 
warm, doesn’t need the Union of 
Ameircan Hebrew Congregations 
as a neighbor, but western 
places like Iron River do. To 
Iron River the Union of American 
Hebrew congregations in New 
York would be as remote as the 
Empire State Building or the 
Rockettes in Radio City. (To move 
its Judaism to New York the Un- 
ion would be carrying coals to 
Newcastle.)

IRGUN’S FREEDOM MOVEMENT, 
REVISIONISTS NEAR ALLIANCE 


NEW YORK —Prospects for reaching an agreement between 
the Irgun-sponsored Freedom Movement and the World Revisionist 
Federation improved greatiy this week as the result of negotiations 
between representatives of the two groups, the Jewish Telegraphic 


Agency reported. 

Basis for the proposed agree- 
ment is reported to be an under- 
standing that the Freedom Move- 
ment will function only in Israel 
and will delegate representatives 
to the Israeli Parliament, while 
the Revisionists will carry on the 
group’s program overseas, the 
JTA said. 

Both groups have expressed 
the hope that a pact between 
them will be signed shortly, 
according to the JTA, 

The report jibed with a previous 
one that the Irgun had been per- 
suaded to drop plans for a world- 
wide political organization after 
top Revisionists sent U. S. lead- 
ers to Israel for a conference 
with Menachim Beigen, Irgun 
commander.

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Natural Defensive Unity Between Jews, Negroes Challenged 


MIAMI—Arguments that Jews and Negroes are 
threatened by the same hatred and hence should 
unite in defense action, a basic premise of liberal 
thinking, has been sharply challenged by a column- 
ist on an Anglo-Jewish weekly in the South. 


Harry Simonhoff, writing in his column, “I’ll 
Say” in a recent issue of the JEWISH FLORIDIAN, 
said such arguments indicate “shallow thinking and 
parallel the color-blind artist trying to paint a pic- 
ture of variegated shades.” 


Simonhoff said such arguments represented 
an “over simplification by Left Wingers who ig- 
nore the historic fact that hatred against the 
Negro commenced during the Reconstruction, 
the ‘tragic era’ following the Civil war.” 

Simonhoff’s was not the first effort to draw a 
distinction between anti-Semitism and race prejudice, 


tween his ethics as a Jew and his position in an anti- 
Negro culture. 

Simonhoff, in developing his argument, listed 
two parallel columns of analogies. 

He argued that anti-Jewish feeling begins 
with religious differences but the Negro has not 
only accepted the white Savior—“he is perhaps 
the most ardent and devout believer in all Chris- 
tendom.” 


Simonhoff said the rabid anti-Semite is always 
harping on the theme of Jewish wealth but the Negro 
is largely a proletariat. Similarly, the Jewish zest 
for education has resulted in quota systems at col- 
leges but “the large mass of Negroes are still scarce- 
ly literate (often the result of denied opportunities).” 


The Jewish refusal to assimilate was contrasted 
by Simonhoff with the fact that “the Negro quickly

Anti-Semitism, in spite of its long ubiqui- 
tous life, has never been satisfactorily explained.” 

Simonhoff asked, “Then how can there be a 
natural alliance between people whom economics, 
religion, society and culture divide so completely?” 

He also raised the argument that the Negro ig 
not immune to anti-Semitism, noting “the ease with 
which he was injected with anti-Semitic virus by 
Nazi-Fascist agitators before World War II.” 
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First Survey Since Proclamation Of Israel 


Poll Shows Non-Jewish Attitudes 
Unaffected By Jewish State

DENVER (NJP)—The first public opinion survey on anti-Sem- 


itism since proclamation of Israel disclosed this week that the Is- 
raeli fight for security has not affected the attitudes of bigots in 
any measurable way; 

The study was made by the highly-respected Opinion Research 
Center of Denver in cooperation with the Anti-Defamation League 
of B’nai B'rith. 

The survey showed that extreme antiSemites were just as 

likely to favor partition of Palestine as the unprejudiced. Only 
a few of the subjects said the Palestine issue had changed their 
feelings toward Jews, Those were fairly evenly divided between 
those who said it had made them more friendly and those who 
felt more hostile. 

One reason for this lack of difference between the prejudiced 
and the unprejudiced on the Palestine question, the survey showed, 
is that the unprejudiced favor a Jewish homeland for reasons of 
justice and humanitarianism; and the prejudiced seem to favor 
it more from a desire to segregate Jews. 

The survey studied attitudes of majorities toward all minorities 
in the city of Denver but concerned itself mainly with one particu- 
lar form of prejudice—Jew hatred. 

Limited Measuring Instrument 

The measuring .instrument was a scale developed by Dr 
Franzen of New York. Hugh Perry, associate director of the Opinion 
Research center, who directed the survey, said the Frazen scale 
was not a completely satisfactory measuring device because it meas- 
ures only the overt or dynamic forms of anti-Semitism but can not 
be applied to latent or polite forms of the type described in the 
novel “Gentleman’s Agreement.” 

While the test was too limited in several ways to be considered 
a test of the Zionist theory that a Jewish State will heighten the 
status of all Jewry, it was significant, nevertheless, as the first sur- 
vey which specifically raised the issue for the non-Jewish popula- 
tion. 

If the test findings are valid, observers said, it would indicate 
that at this stage of the formation of the first modern Jewish State, 
no important changes in attitudes of the man-on-the-street have de- 
veloped. 

The report contained an important negative point on one basic 
issue in U, S. Zionism. There was no evidence to support claims 
of anti-Zionists that Zionist labors had or would weaken the status 
of U. S. Jews or create anti-Semitism, 

Other findings of the scale include these: 

1. About one-fourth of Denver’s adults were found to be almost 
completely free of anti-Semitic views and another fourth could be 
classified as “strongly” anti-Semitic. 

2. About two-thirds of Denverites believe something needs to 
be done about intergroup relations in the community, but most 
were unable to offer suggestions beyond proposals for general good 
‘will and tolerance. 

3. Problems of all minorities are apparently not identical, the 
survey showing there are many exceptions to the theory that those 
who are prejudiced against one group are prejudiced against all. 

4, Denver’s average on the Franzen scale—which ranges from 
zero for complete lack of anti-Semitic hostility to 22 for maximum 
hatred—was 7.7. 

5._In four cities where Dr. Frazen previously tested the scale, he 
found these averages: Roanoke, Va.—12; Dayton, O.—11.7; Worces- 
ter, Mass.—10.8; Bridgeport, Conn.—9.2. 

6. Four out of every 10 service workers—who are fairly well 
situated economically—show evidence of strong anti-Semitism.

William P. Rogers, chief coun- 
sel of the sub-committee, has 
been conferring with Under Sec- 
retary of State Robert A. Lovett 
on the matter, State Department 
press officer Michael J. McDer- 
mot said today. The decision on 
whether to hold open hearings on 
the case as originally planned, 
or to hold closed hearings and 
only make the report public 
when it is presented to Congress 
is entirely up to the sub-commit- 
tee, McDermott stated. 


Rogers confirmed that the sub- 
committee would make the final 
decision on the method of han- 
dling the case. He said, how- 
ever, that he was discussing the 
matter with both the State and 
Army departments to insure that 
the investigation would in no way 
damage the prestige of the mill- 
tary government in Germany. 
He emphasized that the commit- 
tee in no way meant to squelch 
the investigation, but did want 
to avoid jeopardizing the reputa- 
tion of military government au- 
thorities. 





Israel Denies 
Deal On Negev 


TEL AVIV, Israel—The Jewish 
State took formal notice this 
week of repeated rumors of a 
behind-the-scenes deal for parti- 
tion of the Negev with a flat 
denial of any such negotiations. 

The substance of the reports, 
in both cases unearthed by N. Y. 
Times correspondents, was this: 
Israel would yield all of the 
southern desert south of the 31st 
parallel, retaining the rest, plus 
western Galilee, plus Jewish con- 
trol of new Jerusalem. 

Also included in the proposed 
deal was a Israeli-controlled cor- 
ridor from new Jerusalem to the 
Jewish State and international- 
ization of Old Jerusalem, shrine 
of three great religions. 

The denial was made in a for- 
mal statement by Walter Eytan, 
director general of the Israeli 
Foreign Office, who said, “there 
can be no question of the Israeli 
Government compromising on 
the Negev.”
